DR. DAVENPORT OF OAKMAN 
FOULLY ASSASSINATED

A t 8 o ’clock Sunday morning the body 
of Dr. J. W. Davenport, of Oakman, 
was found in the southern suburbs of 
Francis with a bullet hole in the back 
of the head, which was Imdly powder 
burned. 
Such are the circum stances th at foul 
play of the most dastardly nature is 
indubitable. 
Mrs. Davenport says the 
doctor left home Saturday night to 
make a professional call.

The doctor’s buggy and team , 
unhitched, stood near by, the briddle 
rein of the nearest horse hanging down.

the other, when the assassin—probably 
secreted beneath the buggy—shot him 
( from behind at closest quarters.

hitching place was a wire fence, against 
which apparently the victim fell—judg­ 
ing from rents in his overcoat.

Earlier rum ors were to the effect 


th at the assassin had concealed him­ 
self behind a big stum p rig h t b y jh e 
team ; th at he was trailed to and from 
the scene from the place of hitching 
his horse not far away.

house. 
On the other hand the woman stoutly 
denies any guilt or knowledge of the 
guilty party. 
She adm its being an 
acquaintance of the deceased; th at he 
was the family physician and occasionally 
visited her home. 
But she avers she 
saw nothing of him on the night of the 
shooting.

DR. DAVENPORT OF OAKMAN 


IS FOULLY ASSASSINATED 


At 8 o'clock Sunday morning the body 


of Dr. J. W. Davenport, of Oakman, 
was found in the southern suburbs of 
Francis with a bullet hole in the back 
of the head, which was badly powder 
burned. 
< 


Such are the circumstances that foul 


play of the most dastardly nature is 
indubitable. Mrs. Davenport says the 
doctor left home Saturday night to 
make a professional call. 
About 1 


o'clock a. m., a gun shot was heard in 
the vicinity where the body was dis- 
covered. The doctor's buggy and team, 
unhitched, stood near by, the briddle 
rein of the nearest horse hanging down. 


Evidentently Dr. .Davenport had un- 


hitched the team preparatory to de- 
parting, had put up the reins of one 
horse and started to do the same for 
the other, when the assassin—probably 
secreted beneath the buggy--shot him 
from behind at closest quarters. The 
hitching place was a wire fence, against 
which apparently the victim fell—judg- 
ing from rents in his overcoat. 


Earlier rumors were to the effect 


that the assassin had concealed him- 
self behind a' big stump right byjtoe 
team; that he was trailed to and fiom 
the scene from the place of hitching 
his horse not far away. But this story 
was negatived by later and more re- 
liable reports. 


So soon as the deed was discovered 


people flocked to 
the scene in such 


numbers as to make it next to impos- 
sible to trail the slayer with blood- 
hounds or otherwise. 


The deceased is a prominent citizen 


of Pontotoc county, for a number of 
years a resident of this section, and is 
a brother of Hon. James Davenport, a 
leading attorney of Vinita. He was a 
man who had strong friends, whom he 
ever stood by, and some enenies. 
As 


to the identity of the assassin public 
suspicion, as yet, points to no one. 


LATER-U. S. Deputy Marshal Cum- 


mings Monday morning brought in and 
lodged in the federal jail here Mrs. 
Mary E. Brooks arrested for the kill- 
mg on complaint of the dead man's 


brother, of Vinita. 


The brother arrived at the scene of 


the tragedy last evening bringing two 
famous bloodhounds-the dogs which 
were trailing the Wycliffe brothers at 
the time Deputy U. S. Marshal Gilstrap 
was killed by the Wycliffes. 


It is said the dogs, starting with a 


woman's track near where deceased 
fell, followed a trail to Mrs. Brooks' 
house, several blocks away, thence to a 
neighbor's house where she had gone; 
and, further, that the fatal ball ex- 
tracted from the body proved to be of 
32 calibre like that carried in a Coitus 
pistol found in the accused woman's 
house. 


On the other hand the woman stoutly 


denies any guilt or knowledge of the 
guilty party. 
She admits being an 


acquaintance of the deceased; that he 
was the family physician and occasionally 
visited her home. But she avers she 
saw nothing of him on the night of the 
shooting. She mingled with the crowd 
early Sunday morning at the scene of 
the crime, which might account for the 


trail the dogs followed. 


Some who were on the ground early 


claim to have followed the tracks of 
two men from the scene some two hun- 
dred yards across a branch—both oi 
them evidently running away in the 
dark. And this, by some competent to 
judge, is considered the dependable 
clue. 


The accused woman it', a comely per- 


son, 31 years of age, with two children 
Her 
husband has been away from 


home of late, working as a mill engi- 
neer. She claims he is in Bates, Ark., 
and that she was preparing to go to 
him. 
Her preliminary hearing will be 


held probably in a day or two. 


The crime may be said still to be 


shrouded in mystery. 
That the doctor 


was ambushed seems incredible, fo: 
there proves to have been no objec 
for an assassin to hide behind.

stitutional convention, six of which 
were, in some detail, platform de- 
mands, only one-the Jim Crow car 
provision-failed entirely. 
Democrats 


look upon this as a rather good record 
for the first attempt and rely upon it i 
to «£aet paity cyilieisro against 1,he 
constitution. 
Female suffrage, prohi- 


bition, state school lands, control of 
gas pipe lines, county boundaries and 
county seats, mandatory primary elec 
tions, Jim Crow cars and initiative and 
referendum were in the limelight most. 


Only mandatory primaries, Jim Crow 


and initiative and referendum were 
general demands, but only was the last 
named registered as a complete enact- 
ment. 
Mandatory primaries applying 


after the constitution is adopted is still 
said tc be pending in committee of the 
whole, left there by an oversight, yet 
not too late for passage when the con- 
vention meets again in April. 


Female suffrage as applied to state 


matter* failed, but holds good, as un- 
der the Oklahoma Territorial laws, in 
schoDl district matters.

of pledges, has an opportunity to get 
there only by the separate submission 
route. 


The school land question is believed

Ardmore, I. T., March 18.-In the 


United 
States court Judge Hosea 


Townsend has handed down a decision 
of much importance to municipalities, 
governing elections in Indian Territory, 
holding that the enabling act granting 
statehood is not applicable to the towns 
with reference to th«^ election of mu- 
nicipal officers. Judge Townsend de- 
h'ic'd'the application To'r a mandamus 'to 
compel local officials to open books of 
registration contended for by property 
owners. Former District Attorney W. 
B. ^Johnson maintained that the en- 
abling act repealed the Arkansas elec- 
tion laws in force. 
Delegate W. A. 


Ledbetter took the position that the 
Oklahoma election laws were not in 
force until statehood. 


In denying the mandamus writ Judge 


Townsend stated that the only purpose 
congress had in the enabling act was 
for the creation of a state government 
and it did not apply to election laws in 
th« cities and towns of Indian Territory 
prior to statehood.

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DiTMNPORTlFlAKMAN 


IS FOULLY ASSASSINATED 


At 8 o'clock Sunday morning the body 


of Dr. J. W. Davenport, of Oakman, 
was found in the southern suburbs of 
Francis with a bullet hole in the back 
of the head, which was badly powder 
burned. 


Such are the circumstances that foul 


play of the most dastardly nature is 
indubitable. Mrs. Davenport says the 
doctor left home Saturday night to 
make a professional call. 
About 1 


o'clock a. m., a gun shot was heard in 
the vicinity where the body was dis- 
covered. The doctor's buggy and team, 
unhitched, stood near by, the briddle 
rein of the nearest horse hanging down. 


EvidentenUy Dr. .Davenport had un- 


hitched the team preparatory to de- 
parting, had put up the reins of one 
horse and started to do the same for 
the other, when the assassin—probably 
secreted beneath the buggy--shot him 
from behind at closest quarters. The 
hitching place was a wire fence, against 
which apparently the victim fell—judg- 
ing from rents in his overcoat. 


Earlier rumors were to the effect 


that the assassin had concealed him- 
self behind a' big stump right byjhe 
team; that he was trailed to and fiom 
the scene from the place of hitching 
his horse not far away. But this story 
was negatived by later and more re- 
liable reports. 


So soon as the deed was discovered 


people flocked to 
the scene in such 


numbers as to make it next to impos- 
sible to trail the slayer with blood- 
hounds or otherwise. 


The deceased is a prominent citizen 


of Pontotoc county, for a number of 
years a resident of this section, and is 
a brother of Hon. James Davenport, a 
leading attorney of Vinita. He was a 
man who had strong friends, whom he 
ever stood by, and some enenies. As 
to the identity of the assassin public 
suspicion, as yet, points to no one. 


LATER—U. S. Deputy Marshal Cum- 


mings Monday morning brought in and 
lodged in the federal jail here Mrs. 
Mary E. Brooks arrested for the kill- 
ing on complaint of the dead man's 


brother, of Vinita. 


The brother arrived at the scene of 


the tragedy last evening bringing two 
famous bloodhounds-the dogs which 
were trailing the Wycliffe brothers at 
the time Deputy U. S. Marsha! Gilstrap 
was killed by the Wycliffes. 


It is said the dogs, starting with a 


woman's track near where deceased 
fell, followed a trail to Mrs. Brooks' 
house, several blocks away, thence to a 
neighbor's house where she had gone; 
and, further, that the fatal ball ex- 
tracted from the body proved to be of 
32 calibre like that carried in a Colt's 
pistol found in the accused woman's 
house. 


On the other hand the woman stoutly 


denies any guilt or knowledge of the 
guilty party. 
She admits being an 


acquaintance of the deceased; that he 
was the family physician and occasionally 
visited her home. But she avers she 
saw nothing of him on the night of the 
shooting. She mingled with the crowd 
early Sunday morning at the scene of 
the crime, which might account for the 


trail the dogs followed. 


Some who were on the ground early 


claim to have followed the tracks of 
two men from the scene some two hun- 
dred yards across a branch—both of 
them evidently running away in the 
dark. And this, by some competent to 
judge, is considered the dependable 
clue. 


The accused woman is', a comely per- 


son, 31 years of age, with two children 
Her 
husband has been away from 


home of late, working as a mill engi- 
neer. She claims he is in Bates, Ark., 
and that she was preparing to go to 
him. 
Her preliminary hearing will be 


held probably in a day or two. 


The crime may be said still to be 


shrouded in mystery. 
That the doctor 


was ambushed seems incredible, for 
there proves to have been no object 
for an assassin to hide behind. 


At Oakman this afternoon the fun- 


eral was held. 
A number of the doc- 


tor's Ada friends, including Woodmen 
and Masons, of which orders he was a 
member, attended.

ONLY ONE FAILED TO PASS 


Guthne, Ok.. March IS.—Of nine 


leading questions presented so the con- 
stitutional convention, six of which 
were, in some detail, platform de- 
mands, only one—the Jim Crow car 
provision—failed entirely. 
Democrats 


look upon this as a rather good record 
for the first attempt and rely upon it 
to <sfiaet party cyilieisro against 1,he 
constitution. 
Female suffrage, prohi- 


bition, state school lands, control of 
gas pipe lines, county boundaries and 
county seats, mandatory primary elec 
tions, Jim Crow cars and initiative and 
referendum were in the limelight most. 


Only mandatory primaries, Jim Crow 


and initiative and referendum were 
general demands, but only was the last 
named registered as a complete enact- 
ment. 
Mandatory primaries applying 


after the constitution is adopted is still 
said tc be pending in committee of the 
whole, left there by an oversight, yet 
not too late for passage when the con- 
vention meets again in April. 


Female suffrage as applied to state 


matters failed, but holds good, as un- 
der the Oklahoma Territorial laws, in 
scb.331 district matters. 


Prohibition, that was to have been in 


the constitution according to a number 
of pledges, has an opportunity to get 
there only by the separate submission 
route. 


The school land question is believed 


to be agreeably settled by having been 
mainly passed to the legislature.

AFFECT CITY ELECTIONS 


Ardmore, I. T., March 18.-In the 


United 
States court Judge Hosea 


Townsend has handed down a decision 
of much importance to municipalities, 
governing elections in Indian Territory, 
holding that the enabling act granting 
statehood is not applicable to the towns 
with reference to th«^ election of mu- 
nicipal officers. Judge Townsend de- 
~h'icid"the abdication Tor a mandamus 'to 
compel local officials to open books of 
registration contended for by property 
owners. Former District Attorney W. 
B. ^Johnson maintained that the en- 
abling act repealed the Arkansas elec- 
tion laws in force. 
Delegate W. A. 


Ledbetter took the position that the 
Oklahoma election laws were not in 
force until statehood. 


In denying the mandamus writ Judge 


Townsend stated that the only purpose 
congress had in the enabling act was 
for the creation of a state government 
and it did not apply to election laws in 
the cities and towns of Indian Territory 
prior to statehood.

constitution, and I will give $1,000,000 
in cash and 10 per cent royalty on 
every barrel of oil taken from the 
wells." 


This extraordinary 
proposition was 


made to the delegates of the constitu- 
tional convention by C. M. Bradley of 
this city. 


At first thought this seems like an 


enoimous sum of money and a. wild cat 
scheme, but when it is taken into con- 
sideration the fact that the roads in 
the new state will be fifty feet in width, 
and that there will be a road on each 
section line, also that estimating the 
famous "Glenn pool" to be fifteen 
miles square, according- to a prominent 
oil man in this city, he would get in 
that field alone thirty-eight miles of 
road fifty feet in width.

oil from other people's land.

RELIC OF CLIFF DWELLERS. 


Remarkable Slab of Rock Found In 


New Mexican Canon. 


rt is a curious fact and one much 


commented 
upon 
by 
archeologists 


that the picroiiraphs so common in the 
cllft and cavu dwelling regions of New 
Mexico are Almost wholly absent from 
the ruins of the Mesa Verde, in south- 
western Colorado 


In one room of the cliff 
palace are 


found some straight line markings but 
there Is nothing Imitative of animals, 
birds or reptiles In this, the balcony 
or spruce tree house 


Recently, however, there was found 


In the Montezuuia valley, about a mile 
and three-quarters southeast of Cor- 
tez, on the slope of a bench which 
rises from the McElmo canon bottom, 
a slab of rock about six feet long by 
four and one-half feet high, on which 
there are deep carvings similar to the 
markings on the Puye and San Cristo- 
bal ruins of Xew Mexico 


This detached slab was lying on an 


Incline and had apparently split off 
from a 
larger 
rock some distance 


above It. There are no similar rocks 
near where this was found, but in one 
place about MO yards away there are 
a few characters cut In a rock 
It re- 


quired four horses to remove this 
stone record from Its abiding place to 
'he yard in the rear of the Montezu- 
ma county courthouse, where It now 
reposes.

The story of Mrs. Anne Weightman 


Walker's $120,000,000 Is not without 
Its elements of tragedy.
